On  Tuesday,  May  7th, 
Rabbi  Steinberg  will  speak  on  his  own 
novel,  “As  a  Driven  Leaf.”  On  Tuesday, 
May  2 1  st,  he  will  review  four  volumes 
on  Pioneer  America:  “The  Trees”  by 
Conrad  Richter,  “Loon  Feather”  by  Iola 
Fuller,  “Oh,  Promised  Land”  by  James 
Street  and  “This  Land  Is  Ours”  by  Louis 
Zara.  On  Tuesday,  May  28th,  Rabbi 
Steinberg  will  deal  with  “Across  the  Dark

The  guest 
lecturer  at  the  major  lecture  course  is  to  be 
Dr.  Herbert  S.  Schneider,  Professor  of 
Philosophy  at  Columbia  University.  His 
theme  is  to  be  “Religious  Expression  in 
America,  A  Survey.”  Professor  Schneider 
is  one  of  the  most  brilliant  younger  men 
among  American  philosophers.  He  is  the 
author  of  “The  Puritan  Mind,”  “The 
Making  of  the  Fascist  State,”  and  co¬ 
author  of  “Religion  in  Various  Cultures.” 
As  the  titles  of  his  works  indicate,  his  is  a 
broad  area  of  interest,  but  American  re¬ 
ligion  in  its  diverse  manifestations  has  been 
his  special  study.  He  is  probably  the  best 
equipped  person  in  this  country  to  interpret 
American  religious  lift.
